NO REST FOR .fAPANESE—In line with SecreUry of the Nav y 
Forrestal’s prediction. American bombers and surface ships were In 
hot pursuit of the fleeing J apanese imperial fleet—or what was left 
of it after the smashing defeat earlier in the week. Bombers caught 
up with one cruiser in the Gulf of Mindanao and left It In hopelessly 
damaged condition. Reports were not in, but it was believ ed cer­ 
tain that many of the crippled ^Ips. some mov ing slowly and with 
oil in their wake, hav e been similarly dealt with, or will be. Esti­ 
mates of J ap losses—that is, ships either sunk or put definitely out 
of action for a long period—ranged from '¿ 6 to 40; but the nav y de­ 
partment refused to commit itself until more of the v arious units 
participating hav e reported. This may take time, as submarines, 
especially , are slow in reporting and at least two of the J ap ships 
are known to hav e been torpedoed. It was admitted that two de­ 
stroy ers, two escort carriers, a destroy er escort and the Princeton 
were sunk. Other ships were damaged; but not to any where near 
the ex tent of the damage suffered by the J apanese. 
4 0-MILE BF\riIIIEAD WON—From the 
headquarters of Gen. 
Douglas .MacArthur on l.ey te came word that, following the big 
nav al battle of the last three day s, ground troops hav e been able 
to establish firmly a 4 0-mile beachhead, with the three (n*iginal 
units now hav ing joined one another. The toughened doughboy s 
were adv ancing gradually inland in the face of increased machine- 
gun and mortar fire. But at no point did did the sporadic counter 
attacks check their progress. 
RUSSIAN FRONT ABLAZE—The fighting in East Prussia, where 
the sov iet forces captured four more German strongholds and 
pressed stubbornly against v ital Gumbinnen, along the Kauanas- 
Goenigsburg railway , was being stepped up In intensity . The Ger­ 
mans were said to be under direction of Marshal Goerlng himself, 
with Gen Ludrrian, tank ex pert, as his aide. Farther south, the 
Russians adv anced in Czechoslov akia, to seize the nazi station at 
Mukacev o. Capture of the latter place leav es open highway s lead­ 
ing directly into the central area of the country . A large number 
of German prisoners were taken. Operating from conquered Tran­ 
sy lv ania, the sov iet forces also began slugging their way into 
Hungary . .More than 40 tow ns and v illages were ov errun. 
KOISO TO GET ‘ADVICE’—Bey ond doubt, if he had any thing to do 
with ordering the Imperial fleet to attack In Philippine waters. Pre­ 
mier Koiso. of the J apanese gov ernment, needs adv ice, and that, 
it was announced Friday by radio Toky o, is just what he is going 
to get. The broadcast, strong indication that KoLso may go the way 
of Tojo, was worded in the usual suav e Oriental manner: “ A re­ 
organization of the machinery for adv ising the premier,” in an 
effort “ to rejuv enate the war situation.” The present emergency 
setup of the cabinet adv isory sy stem had been abolished. Toky o said. 
GREEK DICTATOR SEIZED—In Greece former dictator Theodwe 
Pangalos, notorious ax is collaborationist, was arrested . . . In hope 
of speeding the end of the war. Pope Pius XII ordered special 
masses and public pray ers throughout the Italian capital . . . The 
death of Gen Priesz, German infantry officer, on the East Prussian 
front, was announced . . . He is the fourth nazi general known to 
hav e been killed in the last 24 hours . . . Chungking reported that 
the U. S. Inv asion of the Philippines apparently had slowed down 
J apanese efforts on the China mainland . . . China-based American 
I.lberators, bombing some remnants of the battered J apanese task 
force fleeing the Philippines, sank some 8,000 tons and damaged 
12,000 tons of shipping, it was reported.

Now, w hat are the facts? In connection w ith the 
w ar, Uncle Sam has spent 15 Trillion dollars to con­ 
struct w ar industries. These plants cover a wide 
field. They fabricate steel, they produce m any of 
the ,m etals needed for w ar purposes. They build 
tank s and jeeps and guns and am m unition. They 
turn out ships and planes. They supply the needs 
of an arm ed force of 10 million men. 
They do 
represent about a fifth of the capital investm ent 
in plant facilities of Am erican industry. 
Perhaps the airplane industry provides the best 
illustration. When Pearl H arbor brought America 
into the war, the private aviation Industry was 
m anufacturing only a handful of planes. Today, 90 
per cent of the production facilities devoted to it 
repre.vent an investm ent by Uncle Sam. They cover 
hundreds of acres of land; they turn out thousands 
of planes and m any thousands m ore parts annually. 
The private airplane m anufacturing plants had 
only about 300 million dollars to invest in the new 
plants to speed airplane production. Either Uncle 
Sam had to put up the money or he had to gamble 
on the loss of the war. Mr. Dewey k nows it; thou­ 
sands recognize it.

II will be rem em bered that at Dallas in 1940, Mr. 
Dewey had scoffed at the Idea that the United 
States could produce 50 thousand planes a year. 
There at that tim e he said he had consulted the ex­ 
perts and had been told there was neither plant 
facilities nor technically trained w ork ers to produce 
five thousand planes a year after a four-year period 
of preparation—to say nothing of producing 50 
thousand planes in a 12-month period. 
Yet at Charleston he was critical of the A m eri­ 
can m iracle of production, which had been m ade 
possible only because of the 15-billion dollar in­ 
vestm ent in new m anufacturing facilities. To the 
untutored, the thoughtless and the unobserving he 
was crying: “Your governm ent is currying out its 
plan to tak e over Am erican industries”; actually 
a 
governm ent engaged in fighting and winning a war. 
All this business, week after week , of m isrepre­ 
sentation is a sad com m entary upon the 
the present presidential contest. 
Times are too 
grave, the problem s too immense, the future loo 
uncertain to be dealing in half-truths. 
The American people have that investm ent. It 
has shortened the w ar infinitely; aided in turning 
the entire course of a global struggle; given assur­ 
ance of com plete and final victory. 
Now, Mr. 
Dewey points to it as an evidence of threat to 
private industry. F ar more to the point would be 
his plan to safeguard the public’s Investm ent when 
these facilities are again returned to private ow ner­ 
ship and operation. Shall they be sold for a song? 
Shall they be gobbled up by great monopolies and 
then closed down, their usefulness ended.

WASHINGTON—N ext week in 
Chicago one of the most im portant 
international conferences in re ­ 
cent history tak es place. It will 
decide the air routes of the post­ 
w ar world and will be an early 
test of our ability to iron things 
out w ith the other united nations. 
The job w ill not be easy. 
Five hundred air degelates and 
air experts from all the united 
nations 
will 
convene 
in 
the 
Stevens hotel in Chicago for the 
air conference. It will alm ost rival 
one of the political conventions. 
Chicago was pick ed for the con­ 
ference because neither crowded 
W ashington nor New York had a 
hotel 
which 
could 
conveniently 
house so m any delegates. 
Already the issues are rigidly 
draw n—and some of the delegates 
are not too happy about them. 
The showdown is between G reat 
B ritain and 
the 
United States. 
Brielfy put, here are their re ­ 
spective positions: 
United States — We favor full 
and free com petition across all 
the oceans to all countries. We 
w ant any U. S. aviation company 
to have the right to fly to Lon­ 
don, Paris. Berlin, Cairo, A ustra­ 
lia, New Zealand. In return, we 
would give other nations the same 
right to land here. The British 
and Dutch, et al., could put as 
m any com panies in the field as 
they wish and let them all land 
here. 
G reat B ritain—Favors regulated 
air traffic by a few selected com­ 
panies. In flying between New 
York and London, for instance, 
the B ritish would m easure the 
traffic. If 80 per cent of the pas­

The proposed charter amendment, submitted by the City 
Council, states that the city employees are only to pay five 
per cent of their wages, and that the taxpayers must mak e up 
the difference, and also pay the costs of operation. The pro­ 
posed plan is not a fifty-fifty proposition. No one can tell just 
exactly how much the taxpayers must dig up. 
Due to painstak ing care by wise city officials in the past, 
Lincoln is in a very strong financial position. Its indebtedness 
is probably no more than the value of the recent extension 
made to the Platte River, done to insure us a perpetual supply 
of excellent water, at a low cost. 
Let us .strive to k eep Lincoln’s financial standing up to its 
standard w ithout burdening the taxpayers any further. In this 
case the city council represents the people of Lincoln who 
have to foot the bill. No city official should wittingly consent 
to the future em barrassm ent of Lincoln’s finances. 
The plan proposes to engage the city into the business of 
selling annuities and pensions with itself the main pay-master. 
This involves the city In duties concerning that in which it 
has had no previous experience. To engage in this enterprise 
a new departm ent of the city government mu.st be set up at 
the taxpayers expense. The cost of this is not clearly set forth 
in the Act. Very few persons are sufficiently trained to have 
even an approxim ate understandirg of this highly techniral 
subject. It means the spending of a .huge sum of public money 
if this plan is adopted. 
Hav'ing been a.sk ed this question, “How would losses In in­ 
vested reserves be m et?”, Mr. Gabrial himself is quoted in 
saying, “The City would have to mak e appropriations from 
its tax funds to mak e good any losses in the Employee’s Re­ 
tirem ent Fund.” The eity guarantees to pay all expenses of 
operation. The eity also guarantees against al! natural or phy­ 
sical hazards. The Art calls for the employment of an expert 
actuary, whom the city must pay. 
There are many properties in Lincoln upon which taxes are 
already from forty percent and upwards of the rental Ineome. 
Is there no limit to the load which the taxpayer must bear? 
Just whv should the city’s employees be paid a retirement 
pension? The county and state employees are not paid a pen­ 
sion; neither do they come under the Social Security Act. 
The salaries paid to the city's employees are un to the aver­ 
age of the salaries paid to employees of any other govern­ 
m ental agency.
